HOUSING COSTS AREN’T SHOWN 
Federal assistance for housing and community develop­ 
ment, one of nine categories of civil benefits in our multi­ 
billion dollar budget, is primarily provided through dired 
loans and loan guaranty programs. 
But the real extent of Federal activity involved in housing 
financing is not shown by the net figures in the Federal 
budget. 
The Foundation in its new study, Growth of Federal Do­ 
mestic spending programs, 1947-63. notes that almost all of 
these programs are operated by “public enterprise funds.” 
Thus, only net spending—after deducting receipts from ex­ 
penditures—is put in the budget. 
The budget snows estimated net 1962 spending for these 
programs at $426 million, but the study points out gross 
expenditures were $2.3 billion. 
The contrast of $2.8 billion through “public enterprise 
funds” and net budget spending of $426 million reveals, 
says the research organization, both the magnitude of the 
financial transactions of the many Federal agencies in­ 
volved in housing, particularly of the Federal National 
Mortgage Association, and in most years, the relatively 
small effect of Federal government housing activity on bud­ 
get spending.

But 
iust as the cop on the beat has human failings perhaps as 
bad as those of the miscreants he must deal with, the Fed­ 
eral government also shows traits it must surpress in oth­ 
ers. 
The other day, for instance, a group of foreign journal­ 
ists accused our Government of false and misleading adver­ 
tising. of all things, and made a very good case for their 
charges. 
As one of the concerns of the Federal Trade Commission 
is false and misleading advertising, and because this con­ 
cern sometimes has been carried to rather ridiculous ex­ 
tremes, it might pay to take a look at how Uncle Sam goes 
about advertising when he pays for the space in the papers. 
The United States Travel Service, the foreign newspaper­ 
men dec’ared, have been luring European tourists over here 
under false pretenses. For example, one Federal govrnment 
ad told Furooeans they could travel in the U.S. for as little 
as ^93 a week. 
This, o ' course, is not false. But it is misleading. A hitch­ 
hiker. e~ ng exclusively at wayside hot dog stands, might 
be ab’e to stay within a budget like this. But $98 a week 
will finance a rather de luxe vacation in Europe, and our 
government didn’t even hint at the authority that would 
be involved in this kind of tour. 
The U. S. travel people also extolled the glories of riding 
a mule at dawn to the bottom of the Grand Canyon, but 
neglected to mention to the relatively impecunious Euro­ 
peans that the only way to do this would be to spend the 
night at a nearby hotel where the average rate is $20 to 
$25 per night. This figure would stagger a European, in 
tourist season, cn the Rivera. 
The moral of all this seems to be that there is no more 
honesty within the Federal Government than there is out­ 
side it — a lessen we should have learned through almost 
two centuries of scandals. Washington is not the last word 
on moral guidance, as some Federal messiahs beg us to be­ 
lieve these days.

There is one way to solve America’s perennial farm sur-

)lus problem, but few outside of the Kremlin would serious- 
y advocate it. That is, to collectivize American agriculture. 
Figures in a Wall Street Journal article reveal that 100 
million Russian farm workers are having a hard time feed­ 
ing 220 million people, while 185 million Americans are 
unable to consume all that is produced by a mere 15 million 
farm workers. 
Since World War II, Russia has increased its planted 
acreage by 50 per cent, but 
has increased farm production 
only 30 per cent. The U. S, has cut back its acreage by 13 
per cent during the same period, yet has increased output 
by 35 per cent. 
In fairness, it must be noted that Russia suffers from a 
short growing season and lack of rainfall. Yet further sta­ 
tistics point up a significant fact: Although the small, pri­ 
vately owned plots Russian farmers are allowed to till in 
their spare time make up only 5 per cent of all farmland, 
they produce nearly half the nation’s meat, milk and green 
vegetables and most of its eggs and potatoes. So valuable 
do the Soviets find these private lots that they permit 80 
per cent of the income from them to be tax free, 
Judging from Russia’s example, not to mention Red Chi­ 
na and almost all the satellites, collectivization would in­ 
deed do away with America’s overabundance. Most of us, 
however, will probably prefer to struggle along under the 
old, un-Marxist free enterprise system.

In the early days of our count:, 
when most Americans spent theii 
lives within a few miles of where 
they were born, and often in the 
same house, long residence require­ 
ment for voting worked no hard­ 
ships.

Of Secret Submarine Base Ou 
Cuban Coast 
NEW YORK — There now is 
definite evidence that Cuba will 
-in a few weeks—begin replacing 
Albania as a nest for Soviet sub­ 
marines. 
Somberly, it must be reported 
that there are at least two rocket 
bases from which Cuban or Rus­ 
sian crews can rake the U.S. as 
far west as Texas with short- 
range thermonuclear rockets. 
This evidence is in the hands 
of a man not generally given to 
spontaneous 
or 
hysterical 
out­ 
bursts against the Soviet Union. 
He has a detailed knowledge of 
the USSR. He has been able to 
take the measure of Chairman 
Khrushchev himself, in the Krem­ 
lin itself, in long face-to-face con­ 
versations. 
I talked with this man, Joe Cur­ 
ran, Big Joe, president of the 40 - 
Umon (NMU), and a vice presi­
